Despite Hermiston’s great 
experience, he could not 
cope with the speed of Peter 
Sharne on the flank. 

In the full back position, 
you become exposed so often 
to the explosive type of 
Players Iike Sharne, Mark 
Jankovic, and Andrew 
Bozikas. To match them you 
have to be fast yourself. 

Without meaning to in- 
terfere — |'m writing this only 
as constructive advice — | 
welcome Lions’ Intention to 
now give Hermiston a position 
alongside Col Bennett at 
centre back, or play him as a 
defensive midfielder. In this 
way, he will be able to give 
Lions the same service he 
gave City last year. 

The vacant full back posi- 
tion could be filled easily by 
recruit Steve Amos, who 
played full back for West 
Adelaide last year, or by 
George Potter, the present 
sweeper.

Although some of the 
1970 players are still
